1 . PSYCHOLOGICAL: SUMMER DOLDRUMS IN NEWS FIELD ENABLED 
SECSTATE'S MIDDLE EAST TRIP TO EARN MODERATE TO PROMINENT 
COVERAGE AND ATTRACT EDITORIAL COMMENT EXPRESSING HOPE BUT 
LITTLE OPTIMISM THAT OUTCOME WOULD MEAN MAJOR ADVANCE TOWARD 
BASIC SETTLEMENT. HIGHER INTEREST EXHIBITED IN DPRK PROCLAMATION 
OF 50-MILE MILITARY SEA BOUNDARY FOLLOWING EARLIER ANNOUNCEMENT 
OK 200-MILE ECONOMIC ZONE. THIS WAS LEAD STORY IN MOST 8/1 
EVENING EDITIOVS AND MAJOR TV NEWS ITEM THAT EVENING. DEFENSE
